Each thermo-couple is embedded 
in a head of porous materia), one of 
which beads is {mpregnate4 with platt- 
num black so that in the presence af 
‘fire damp it will become heated above 
the other, and generate a thermo-slec.

ble, cach bead 1s heated by a resist: 
ance.coll to the required temperature, 
As both of the beads are heated allke.
